It seems that the number of 
abnormally shaped sperm is 
directly related to the number 
of cigarettes smoked daily. 
Men who want to enhance 
their fertility can refrain from 
the sperm killers 
mentioned above. Research 
suggests they can actually 
boost sperm \count by increas- 
ing their consumption of Vita- 
min A, Vitamin :C and zinc. 
Even a mild zine deficiency 
can. cause sperm counts to 
drop below the level of techni- 
cal sterility. Vitamin C, is a 


‘preparation which included 


calcium, magnesium and 
manganese, has been peoven 
to increase the mobility of 
sperm in men with spermag- 
glutination (a condition where 
sperm clump together). 
Avoidance of pollutants and 
toxins, combined with good 
nutrition, or dietary 
supplementation, should be 
considered by men (and 
women) when planning a fami- 
ly. A new life may depend on 
it!

To the chemist, the term free 
radical is a bit more specific 
than just a molecular frag- 
ment. It is a substance wit 
solitary electrons. Stable mole- 
cules usually have all their 
electrons teamed up in pairs; 
free radicals have one or more 
unpaired electrons and the 
unpaired electron is the reason 
for their great chemical 
reactivity. 

In all living things, the most 
common chemical substance 
by far-is the water molecule, 
and the overwhelming proba- 
bility is that the X- or gamma- 
ray will disrupt a molecule of 
water rather than one of any 
other ‘substance. Many 
complex chemical reactions 
can now occur, leading to 


various free radicals. Two of 
these radical substances are® 


the hydroxy! radical (chemical 
symbol OH) and the superox- 
ide ion ‘a molecule of ordinary 


oxygen to which a single extra 
electron has been attached). 
These two substances are 
capable of reacting very quick- 
ly with an enormous variety of 
chemicals. Consequently, if 
they are formed within the 
cells of an animal or plant, 
they can cause. great havoc. 
This is because these indiscri- 
minate chemical reactions 
disrupt the complex biological 
molecules that regulate the 
biology of the cell. The result is 
called radiation poisoning. 
One of the questions that has 
greatly attracted the interest 
of radiation biologists is 
whether there is some 
threshold dose of radiation 
below which no harm comes to 
the a “eos This is a very 
difficult question to answer 
because the end effects of 
ionizing radiation (example: 
leukemia in the victims of the 
atomic bombings in Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki) are not seen in 
practica numbers at very low 
doses.

measurable effect. whether 
you are studying disease in a 

uman population. or a chemi- 
cal effect in the laboratory. As 
you increase the dose, 
effect gets larger and larger.

toxic substance. In the case of 
some plants, extremely low 
doses of radiation actually 
stimulate growth, though high- 
er doses stunt growth and even 
higher doses kill the plant. As 
the physician Paracelsus 
wrote over 450 years ago: ““No 
thing is without poison. The 
dosage makes it either a poison 
or a remedy.” : 

Nuclear power and nuclear 
bombs apart, free radicals are 
and always have been a part of 
our existence. Sunlight, cosmic 
radiation. even some of the 
reactions of ordinary oxygen 
lead to some free radical 
production. Organisms have 
evolved special catalysts to 
mop up free radicals as expedi- 
tiously as possible; No defence 
mechanism can be perfect. 
however. and it is currently 
believed by many scientists 
that natural phenomena such 
as aging and some of the 
associated diseases may be the 
work of those free radicals

difficult time of year. They 
cannot migrate south as song- 
birds do nor do they hibernate. 
They must face winter head 
on, subsisting by browsing on 
twigs and buds. neither. of 
which are very nutritional. 
However. that is not to say that 
deer are not adapted to winter 
conditions. In fact, deer have 
some rather remarkable adap- 
tations which help them cope 
with harsh winters 

in addition to growing long 
and dense winter hair, deer 
move from-their usual summer 
range to areas of conifer tree 
cover called “deer yards’. The 
conifer trees in these yards 
serve two important functions 

They keep a portion of the 
snowfall from reaching the 
ground, thus creating areas 
with significantly less snow 
depth. Deer can move about 
more readily in conifer stands

Browse can only slow 
down the loss of weight. It is 
not nutritious enough to main- 
tain or increase a deer’s 
weight even if there is an 
ainlimited supply. 

To make up for the net loss of 
energy a deer will draw on its 
fat reserves to provide the 
additional energy it requires. 
The more fat reserves the deer 
has going into the winter. the 
greater its ability to survive. 
Also the more food the deer 
gets during the winter, the 
slower it will use up its fat 
reserves. 

To help cope with this situa- 
tion deer have adapted by 
actually slowing down their 
metobolic rate during the cold 
mid-winter period, They move 
aout less. feed less. and use 
less energy.

Had 
her husband not threatened to 
hurt them too, if she told them 
about the beatings -- especially 
about the time two years ago 
when she was pregnant with 
their second child? 
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She felt helpless and tired.

But she had nod money, no 
clothing, nowhere to go. The 
pee constable told her about 

ree Oaks, a home, he said, 
where she and her children 
would be safe and comfortable. 

It was then she made her 
midnight call. 

A victim of family violence, 
the young woman finally broke 
her silence about the daily 
terror in her life. But there are 
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many more women like her 
who are not only the victims of 
abuse, but also the victims of 
our reluctance to face one of 
the country’s most pervasive 
social problems. 

Wife assault is responsible 
for one-fifth of all homicides in 
Canada. At least one in the ten 
women — half a million a year

m in acid rain. It is 
formed as a pollutant by burn- 
ing coal, which contains a few 
per cent of sulfur. Al h 
coal contains relatively little 
sufur, when a lot of coal is 
burned, as in a coal-fired 
electricity generating station, 
a lot of sulfur dioxide is 


and is then led off into vats to produced 


cool and solidify. 

In western Canada where 
sulfur occurs in a combined 
form, mainly as hydrogen 
sulfide with the distinctive and 
very offensive smell of rotten 
eggs.the recovery is quite 
different. This sour gas is 
sweetened by oxidizing the 
hydrogen sulfide to sulfur - a 
byproduct of natural gas 
production. 

An interesting property of 
sulfur is that it can exist in 
several physically different 
forms. X-ray diffraction reve- 
als that the ordinary yellow 
solid form is made up of rings 
composed of eight sulfur 
atoms. If the solid is heated 
until it liquifies and the hot 
a poured into water, a 
rubbery solid known as plastic 
sulfur is formed. At the atomic 


’ Jevel, the rings have rear- 


ranged themselves into long 
chains that contain thousands 
of atoms each. Unfortunately 
the rubbery substance is not 
useful because it slowly 
reverts to the-normal crystal 
line form. j 
The major use of sulfur is in 
the production of sulfuric acid. 
This is accomplished in sever- 
al¢steps. First the sulfur is 
burn 
(these molecules each contain 
one’ sulfur atom and two 
oxygen atoms derived from the 
air}. Secondly the sulfur diox- 
ide is heated with air and a 
special catalyst and changed 
to sufur trioxide, which has 
three oxygen atoms for each 
sulfur trioxide, a reaction that 


to give sulfur dioxide - 


The metal smelting industry 
also produces considerable 
sulfur dioxide in the recovery 
of metals such as lead, copper, 
nickel and zinc from their ores. 
In an effort to reduce pollution 
by sulfur dioxide, several 
metal refiners have installed 
devices to trap and convert 
some of the sulfur dioxide to 


sulfuric acid for sale. Inco and . 


Falconbridge in the Sudbury 
area and Cominco in Trail, 
British Columbia, are using 
this mefhod. 

Although it might seem that 
conversion of sulfur dioxide to 
sulfuric acid is a profitable 


cheap commodity 


cheap commodity 
the sulfur mined in 
Texas and uced in the 
western gasfields is cheap. 
However, the equipment 
rieeded to collect sulfur dioxide 
from metal smelting is 
extremely expensive, and the 
cost rises with the efficiency of 
sulfur dioxide recovery. Conse- 
quently, it is presently 
economical: to collect, only a 
proportion of all.the sufur 
dioxide produced. Any surplus 
must either be conve at 
reat expense to some useless 
yproduct, or allowed to 
escape into the atmosphere.

provided emergency shelter to 
one hundred and thirty-four 
women and their children. But 
accordin, ied Director Gloria 
Savage, that number is only a 
fraction of the estimated three 
thousand County. women who 
were assaulted by husbands 
and boyfriends. Wife battering 
is often a silent crime, private- 
ly endured by its victims 
because of fear, intimidation, 
and a desperate sense of 
having nowhere to. turn. 

Local experience supports 
the well known fact that famil

Some of 
the women who have turned to 
Three Oaks for help are home- 
makers; others have jobs 
outside the home.

Boys often become abusive to 
their future partners. 

For the past four years, with 
the assistance of Ontario 
[eb loop and municipal 
unding, charitable donations 
and volunteer efforts, Three 
Oaks has offered sanctuary to 
abused women. The home, 
located in Thurlow Township 
just north of Belleville, 
provides transportation, 
temporary accommodation 
ahd meals, as well as counsell- 
ing, information and support 
services. It is staffed on a 
twenty-four hour basis and is 
prepared to accept or counsel 
clients any time of the day or 
night. 

everal comfortable 
bedrooms, a homey kitchen 
and pleasant living areas offer 
an atmosphere of tranquility 


and co-operation. Children are — 


welcome. 

Women staying at the home 
can follow daily routines with- 
out fear for their safety. Learn- 
ing that they are not alone, 
gaining a sense of self-worth, 
and undertanding the reasons 
for domestic violence are the 
benefits to the women resi- 
dents. Their stay, which may 
last anywhere from a day to

the deer throughout the winter. 


Depending on the severity of - 


the winter. the amount of 
natural browse and other 
factors. the amount of feed 
required for the supplemen- 
tary feeding program will vary 
from year to year. This year. 
the mild open winter to date 
means there is less need for 
supplementary feeding.

eight weeks, is often a time of 
difficult. personal decision- 
making. 

While many women choose 
to return to their own homes, 
many seek guidance in getting 
legal or medical advice and in 
dealing with local social 
service agencies. Helping. to 
find long-term housing for 
clients is a constant frustration 
for Three Oaks staff; a lack of 
affordable housing, combined 
with inadequate emergency 
welfare provisions, seriously 
limits the.options of women 
who have decided to leave 
their abusive situations for 


good. 
Despite the positive signs, 


however, many obstacles 
remain. Inconsistent attitudes 
on the part of police, legal and 
medical professions and social 
service agencies often under- 
mine the work of the 
Foundation. 

What is needed, concludes 
Savage, is a commitment on 
the part of the entire communi- 
ty, including friends and rela- 
tives, to recognize and respond 
to wife assault with the seri- 
ousness it deserves.

ADEQUATE WATER — 
IMPORTANT 3

Adequate good quality water 
is important for all types of 
livestock, particularly for pigs. 
The water: requirement for a 
100 sow farrow to finish opera- 
tion are in the 7500 to 9500 
litres/day, not including wash 
water and wastage. Sow 
‘farrow to weaner enterprises 
would need in the range of 2600 
to 3000 litres to supply each 
day. : 

Water restriction is a 
common cause of reduced feed 
intake and thus a reduced 
growth rate. 

Flow rates for feeder pigs 
should be in the range of . 
litres/minute to .5 litres/minute 
with ‘at-least 1 drinker per 10 
pigs. Nursing sows will drink 
up to 20 litres of watery. 

ater nipples for sows should 
have a flow rate of at least 1 
litre/minute. : 

Make sure that nipples and 
water lines in the barn are not 
blocked with mineral deposits 
or slime. A good work routine 
includes at least a weekly 
check of all water sources to be 
certain pigs are getting a 
sufficient supply.

The “greenhouse effect” is 
the phrase used-to describe the 
scientific theory that the 
Earth's climate is likely to 
experience a warming trend 
over the next several decades. 
Although this topic has been 
covered before in the ‘‘Science 
Corner,”’ the pace of atmo- 
spheric research is such that 
new findings about the chemi- 
stry of the atmosphere are 


‘ being made all the time. 


Let’s begin with some back- 
ground on the reason for the 
greenhouse effect. The Earth 
is warmed gies Bit radiation 
fromthe sun. However, all 
bodies atte and small emit 
radiation. The kind of radia- 


‘tion is governed by their temp- 


erature. The Earth with an 
average surface temperature 
near 15 degrees Celsius emits 
the bulk of its radiation in the 
infrared part of the spectrum. 

If all the emitted infrared 


radiation was lost into space, it 
has "been estimated that the 
Earth's surface would fall in 
temperature to about - 25 
degrees Celsius and life as we 
know it would’ not survive. 
Water would freeze and agri- 
culture would be impossible. 
Fortunately this does not 
happen because the atmo- 
sphere acts rather like an 
insulating blanket and traps a 
lot of the infrared radiation 
before it is lost to space. 

In order to understand this 
greenhouse or blanketing 
effect more clearly, we have to 
ask exactly how the infreared 
radiation is trapped. The a 


water yapor are the most 
important of these. 
ntil four or five years ago, 
discussions of the greenhouse 
effect dealt exclusively with 
the role of carbon dioxide, a 
as that is formed when ‘we 
reathe and when fuels such as 
coal, oil and wood are burned, 
and removed from the atmo- 
sphere when green plants 
undertake photosynthesis. 
Records taken.over the last 30 
years havé shown conclusively 
that atmospheric carbon diox- 
ide levels are increasing. The 
cause, however, is a matter of 
some debate. Some scientists 
point to the increase in the use 


sphere consists principally of > of fossil fuels and others to the 


nitrogen, oxygen and the 
noble, or inert, gases like 
argon. All of these are 
completely transparent to 
infrared radiation, which .- 
passes through them as if they 
didn’t exist. The infrared radi- 
ation is actually trapped exclu- 
sively by the so-called trace 
gases. Carbon dioxide and 


destruction of tropical rain 
forests that is limiting the 
extent of photosynthesis on the 
world-wide scale.

Within the past few years 
scientists have realized that 
other trace gases in the atmo- 
sphere.can also act as infrared 
absorbers. ? 

Attention has been focused 
particularly on methane, and 
to a lesser extent on chlorof- 
luorocarbons (Freons) and 
nitrous oxide. Concentrations 
ofall these gases in the atmo- 
sphere are increasing sharply, 
even though the absolute 
concentrations are tiny. The 
source of the extra methane is 
something of a puzzle. Sugges- 
tions have been put forward, 
but not proved, that the gas 
results from digestive proces- 
ses in feedlot cattle and 
fermentation in rice paddies. 
Best estimates suggest that 
methane concentrations have 
doubled in the past 300 years, 
with the increase continuing,

Chiorofluorocarbons have 
been much in the news because 
of a different atmospheric 
controversy - depletion of stra- 
tospheric ozone - but in the 
present context, we can ‘note 
that after a decade of almost 
static use, chlorofluorocarbon 
production is once again on the 
rise. 

The big issue in all this is the 
effect of the Earth’s climate. 
Dire predictions range from 
increases in sea level (caused 
by polar ‘ice melting) and 


‘inundation of coastal cities to

Some common errors at tax. time 


Every yon at tax-filing 
time, millions of Canadians 
have to wait for their federal 
refund cheques. because of 
inaccurate claims. Many 
adjustments. to claims can be 
avoided. by double checking 
calculations and ensuring that 
all receipts and information 
slips are attached to the 


Last year, many Canadians 
had problems with provincial 
tax credit and royalty claims. 
Normally, taxpayers apply for 
the provincial credit on their 
tax return. However, oar 
ers 65 years of age or older 
must apply directly to the 

rovince for their credit. 
Others failed to isigalls calcu- 
late:the provincial credit. 

Tax calculations and arith- 
metic errors were other prob- 
lem areas, with pe didigetlennt 
26 million mistakes reported 
last year. 

Spousal transfers accounted 
for 477,000 errors. These 
deductions can be claimed only 
on behalf of the taxpayer’s 
spouse and must include the 
required schedule, otherwise 
the deduction will be 
disallowed. 

There were 399,000 errors 
made in the declaration of 
income other than capital 
gains or income reported on 
the T4 slip. This income 
includes scholarships, old age 
restates pensions or CPP or 
QPP benefits. More than 
327,000 mistakes in the 1985 tax 
returns were made in the 
“other deductions” category, 
which covers a variety of items 
including unemployment 
insurance premiums, alimony 
payments and union dues. 

An -additional 287,000 filers 
made errors in the reporting or 
calculation of their interest 
and dividend income deduc- 
tion. Approximately 237,000 
taxpayers made errors in 
claiming tuitions fees. 

Some 196,000 taxpayers had

believe that an may 
commit another offence or try

In order to have conditions 
imposed, the police must take 
the accused before a Justice of 
the Peace. This hearing is 
known as a “show cause’ or 
‘bail’ hearing. If the Justice 
of the Peace determines that 
conditions. are appropriate, he 
may require that the accused 
man leave a security deposit 
with the court that he will lose 
if he does not show up for trial.

Snow vital to wildlife

Have you ever notice. that 
the really cold weather of 
winter is often preceded by a 
monstrous snowfall? That 
seemed especially true this 
year when, following an extra- 
ordinarily balmy November, 
December and early-January, 
southern Ontario was suddenly 
blanketed by a series of heavy 
snowfalls. Immediately after- 
ward, the combined 
temperature-wind-chill plum- 
meted to the -30 deg. range. 

This not-quite coincidence is 
of huge importance to wildlife - 
much more than we humans 
‘who live mostly in rather 
artificial shelters) realize 
Wildflowers, ferns, Feptiles 
and many amphibians, and a 
host of mammals all depend 
upon it. In significant 
measure, the forest and 
meadow communities of plants 
and animals we take for 
granted all year long are 
moulded by snow cover. 

Despite our impression that 
snow is ‘freezing (even horrid) 
stuff’, it forms in reality a vast 
insulating blanket. Alpious® it 
does contain countless billions 
of ice erystals (snowflakes), 
over 90% of the blanket’'s 
volume is actually tiny pockets 
of trapped air. These act exact- 
ly like the “dead ain’’ trapped 
in a layer of fibreglass; the 
thicker and fluffier the layer, 
the higher the temperature is 
held on the warm side-~ —— 

The warm side, in this case) 
is the ground, which acts as a > 
huge heat ‘‘sink"’. Progressive- 
ly warmed throughout the 
spring and summer, the 

roun ony yields its stored 

eat (as well as the ‘geother- 
mal’ heat working its way up 
from the earth's mantle) 
throughout the winter. 

Above the snow, (or on bare 
surfaces like wind-blown 
fields), temperatures bounce 
wildly. They may go as-high as 
5 deg. C or as low as -30, and 
temperatures often change 15 
deg. or more in a single day. 
Many plants and animals 
simply cannot survive such 
extreme cold - their tissues are 
torn apart when the moisture 
in them freezes.

In 
thesedata, James Muller of 
Harvard Medical School 
discovered heart attacks 
tended to occur near 9:00-a.m. 
In fact. the probability of a 
non-fatal heart attack occur- 
ring at 9:00 is three times 
greater than at 11:00 p.m 
when it is least likely. As 
unusual as this result seems, it 
is also evident from the study 
that there is no seasonal varia- 
tion.

known that the circadian 
rhythm, our biological clock. 
releases hormones and induces 
certain changes in the morn- 
ing. Heart rate and blood pres- 
sure change and it has facn 
observed that the blood 
platelets are stickier and more 
prone to clotting in the morn- 
ing. This may explain the 
attacks but not the ischemia 
caused by contractions of the 
blood vessels in the heart 
muscle. It is known, however, 
that certain substances that 
cause blood vessel contraction 


are also released on awaken- 
ing. It may be that this 
combined with an increased 
demand for blood from. the 
heart at the beginning of the 
day's activities triggers the 
attacks. 

The researchers suggest 
these findings may have some 
implication when they wake 
but this takes between 30 
minutes and an hour to take 
effect. Perhaps the medica- 
tions. used in the morning 
should be quick acting ones, or 
longer acting ones should be 
taken at, bedtime.

This 
means that if she ever allows 
the man to enter the house 
where she lives, even for just a 
moment, when he is not 
permitted to do so by the terms 
of the bond, the whole thing is 
rendered inoperative. She 
cannot ask the police to enfor- 
ce the bond on a later occasion 
once she has participated in 
breaking it. 

Furthermore, police do not 
like to enforce Peace Bonds. 
Much of their hesitancy is 
justified. Often a squabbling 
couple will fight and, in 
response, the female partner 
will seek the protection of a 
Peace Bond remedy because 
she does not want to lay crimi- 


_ nal charges. Later, the couple 


may reconcile for a time caus- 
ing the bond to become ineffec- 
tive, but when another argu- 
ment erupts, the female will 
call the police and request 
them to enforce the earlier 
bond. It is often very hard for 
the authorities to determine 
the validity of any particular 
bond. 

To enforce the Peace Bond 
someone must swear another 
information before a Justice of 
the Peace. Normally a police 
officer will do this once the 
female complains to the police 
but if he refuses to enforce the

At this time of year most of 
us take at least a brief walk 
through a  snow-mantled 
meadow. It’s a revealing 
sojourn - an opportunity to 
(rediscover the soft pastels of 
the winter landscape, the beau- 
ty of dried wildflowers and a 
remarkable amount of 
activity. 

Tiny baubles, past which 
most of us walk without notice, 
offer a fascinating glimpse into 
nature, for those who'll look. 


Properly called goldenrod 
dine they're gover ie 
alloonings in the plant stem, 


each about the diameter of a 
quarter. In some fields, almost 
every goldenrod stem bears 
one, with many plants having 
two, three or even four galls 
over the stem’s height. 

The interest isn’t so much in 
the ballooning, as it is in the 
gall’s history, cargo, and role 
as a ‘‘feeding station’. 

The galls were actually 
made last summer, by the, 
larvae of a specially adapted 
(and rather pretty) little ey. 
Last May, timed to coinci 
with the goldenrod’s poking 
above the grassy terrain, 
adults of this fly :

Clearly, the cumbersome 
process and uncertain results 
mean that a Peace Bond is no 
solution to a serious battering 
situation.

tual fear of an abuser, 
she will not likely have the 
strength to pursue all of the 
avenues necessary to enforce 
the bond. Caneel, the entire 
process creates more emotion- 
al harassment than it 
prevents. 

A Peace Bond is no deterrent 
to a battering man. Because 
they are not regarded as true 
criminal matters and they 
exempt the battering man 
from the imposing procedures 
of the criminal courts, Peace 
Bonds act further to réinforce 
a belief shared by most batter- 
ers which asserts that beating 
your wife is not really a crime.
